Regarding the statement from Hoyler <S Bour relative 
to the controversy which has created a work stoppage, 
it is necessary that we submit a few additional facts, that 
the truth may be known. They failed to mention that only 
after several meetings had been held did they submit to 
the union a counter proposal, which indicated that the 
companies proposed to stipulate under contract a wage 
rate that in some respects would compensate employees 
at a lesser wage than they now receive. For instance, in 
one classification they proposed to establish a scale ap­ 
proximately twenty-seven cents an hour below the now 
prevailing rate. 
Only after condemning their committee­ 
men, who were in attendance of the meeting, did they 
indicate their willingness to make any concessions. This 
with the assurance that even though such employees had 
been in the employment of the company for almost a score 
of years, Mr. Hoyler gave definite assurance that these 
employees 
would be discharged at his earliest con­ 
venience . 


We quote him in stating, that one of his employees had 
already one foot in the grave. They do not reveal that in 
confidence the union has been instructed to compel all 
competitive operators to place into effect the rates as pro­ 
posed at Hoyler & Bour with the adjustment conditional 
upon such assurance, have they indicated their willing­ 
ness to effect settlement. 
Further, they failed to advise 
that they have constantly refused to bargain individually 
and insist on having a blanket contract, notwithstanding 
the fact that competitive operators involved do not know 
the company's position in attempting to high-pressure the 
union into compelling other operators to pay the higher 
rates as will become effective in their establishment under 
the proposed adjustment. 


The union in session with management has been offered 
twelve and one-half cents in each clasification across the 
board. To make these rates uniform, under which condi­ 
tions only Hoyler & Bour have proposed to settle, would 
require some companies to grant adjustments of approxi­ 
mately twenty-five cents per hour in some respects. 


Since Saturday night, no meeting has been held be­ 
tween the parties, even though attempts have been made 
by the union to complete arrangements for same. 
It ap­ 
pears that no one has been designated to serve as spokes­ 
man for management. They merely advised that when they 
are ready, we shall be so informed. Additional facts will 
be forthcoming, if necessary.

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Danish Girl Describes 
Conditions In Homeland

lots of company since their niece, 
Miss Elin Petersen, came to visit 
them. Relatives and friends want 
to meet the twenty-eight year old 
Danish girl who left Denmark for 
her first trip to the United States 
on May I. 
Pretty, personable, and 
poised, 
Miss Petersen tells how she was 
sent out from her native Cope- 
hagen by the foreign ministry to 
work in Washington, D. 
C., 
one 
of fifteen Danish girls doing sec­ 
retarial work under 
the 
foreign 
minister, Henrik Kauffmann. Al­ 
though Miss Petersen was offered 
a job in London she 
decided 
to 
come to the United States, partly 
because she wanted to see her un ­ 
cle, Emil Petersen, who left Den­ 
mark RI years ago. and her aunt, 
Mrs. H. C. Larsen, and other rela­ 
tives. “ I’m parting my vacation in 
the middle so that I 
may 
spend 
two weeks with them in the sum­ 
mer and two at 
Christmas,” 
she 
explains. 
We asked her how’ she liked the 
United States. “It 
seems 
like 
a 
fairy tale to come over here and 
see what you can buy,” was her 
reply in the intriguing English of 
undistinguishable accent that 
she 
learned during a year’s 
visit 
in 
England .inst before the outbreak 
of the war. Miss Petersen said that 
lire. coffee, tea, chocolate, candy. 
fruit and other staples were prac­ 
tically non-existent 
In 
Denmark 
during the German occupation. We 
haven’t seen an orange or a lemon 
for five years,” she declared. Tho 
coffee substitute was burnt carrot 
roots and that for tea was dried 
apple leaves.

Other Shortages 
Since the country was so short 
r f electricity, gas, and other fuel.

Clothing was an 
even 
harder 
proposition, Miss Petersen declar­ 
ed. It was rationed and the 
war 
materials were unserviceable sub­ 
stitutes. 
Women’s 
dresses 
were 
fashioned from curtains, the bot­ 
toms of m en’s shirts were cut off 
to make handkerchiefs, and good 
shoes were practically unknown. 
Since the 
Germans 
hoped 
to 
make 
Denmark

cupied country, they 
kept inter­ 
ference with private lives 
at 
a 
minimum. Unlike their Norwegian 
neighbors, the Danes 
kept 
their 
radios and listened each night to 
broadcasts in their native 
langu­ 
age from the allied station in Lon- 
( . n. Miss Petersen recalls that the 
families otten sat and listened to 
instructions to 
the 
underground 
which were 
broadcast 
in 
code 
from London. The citizens wou’d 
wonder 
what 
‘‘Hello 
Elsie'' 
or 
“ Hello Kale” 
meant 
until 
they 
heard the explosion of bombs in 
Hie night, almost every night, and 
• i ew that the allies were attack- 
by plane 
or 
that 
saboteurs 
thin the country were carrying 
out instructions. 
Denmark never welcomed 
her 
German “guests”. Every ninth 
of 
April, the date that Denmark was 
. upied, the Danes observed two 
minutes of silence in respect to 
their dead of the underground re­ 
sistance. In other ways the coun­ 
try showed its feelings against the 
Germans. Miss Petersen cited the 
General National strike in August 
of 1914, called in protest over the 
execution of twelve young Danes. 
For four days there was no elec- 
t'irity, food, or transportation. The 
strike was terminated only when 
it became evident that the Danes 
were suffering more than the Ger­ 
mans. 
Allies l iberate 
Miss Petersen recalls with what 
great joy the Danes greeted their 
liberation on May 5. 
1945. 
After 
hearing the news through 1he Lon­ 
don radio, the whole 
of 
Copen­ 
hagen streamed 
into 
the 
to w n 
square, torches were lit, the end 
of the blackout w a s signified by 
light blazing from every window, 
and everyone stayed up all night 
—the first night in months that a 
curfew 
hadn’t 
depopulated 
the 
streets from eight in the evening 


to six in the morning. 
Although suffering in Denmark 
was light in comparison to many 
of her neighbors and although she 
was not riddled with black market 
profiteers, the Danes find recovery 
slow. Miss Petersen feels it 
may 
take many years to 
rebuild 
her 
country and much more time for 
other areas. 
“ Many young people in 
Scan­ 
dinavia want to travel 
now, 
es­ 
pecially if they have been couped 
up within a small area all during 
the war,” she said, explaining that 
they could avail themselves of the 
opportunity only if relatives in the 
United States 
issued 
invitations 
that covered expenses and 
living 
arrangements during the visit 
or 
if their native government brings 
them here to work. For that rea­ 
son Miss Petersen feels especially 
lucky to have been brought here 
by the Danish Legation and she 
plans to stay a minimum of three 
years. A l r e a d y she and her newly- 
met American relatives, to whom 
she bids goodbye tomorrow’ mor­ 
ning, are laying many 
plans 
for 
her return during the 
Christmas 
holidays. 
“And 
I 
just 
hope 
my 
first 
Christmas in America is a white 
Christmas,” adds Elin Petersen.

An iron lung mobile unit 
will 
be displayed in the HOO block of 
Ludington 
street 
today, 
Friday 
and Saturday under the auspices 
of Cloverland Post No. 82 of the 
American 
Legion, 
Commander 
William J. Perron announced yes­ 
terday. 
The iron lung exhibit will be in 
charge of Jack La Rue and Mary 
Carson of Jackson, Mich. A per­ 
centage of the receipts will go to 
the 
American 
Legion 
building 
fund. 
Contrary to popular belief 
the 
iron lung is not an American crea­ 
tion. It was 
first 
introduced 
to 
medical 
sc ie n c e 
b y 
a 
famous 
French doctor. The original being 
a crude implement which proved 


entirely unsatisfactory 
and 
was 
not accepted by the physicians of 
that day and age. 
The lung next made its appear­ 
ance in 
the 
Twentieth 
Century 
having been revived by a 
young 
American doctor by the name of 
Dr. Emerson, who 
perfected 
the 
first 
practical 
lung, 
commonly 
known as the Emerson Lung. 
T h i s 
particular 
machine 
is 
known as the American iron lung. 
Its operation is 
very 
simple. 
It 
simply acts as a bellows, 
forcing 
air into the patient’s 
body 
after 
the lungs have collapsed. 
It 
breathes 
from 
sixteen 
to 
eighteen times per minute, w’hich 
is tim average breathing of a per­ 
son. Should the motors controlling 
the bellows cease to function, 
it 
can be operated by hand, which is 
the manual bar attached 
to 
the 
side of the iron lung. The pressure 
gauge on tho side 
of 
the 
Lung 
show’s the amount of pressure be­ 


ing applied to the patient in 
the 
lung. This 
pressure 
causes 
the 
lungs to contract and expand, the 
same principle as giving a person 
artificial 
respiration. 
The 
most 
common use for the Iron Lung is 
for 
poliomyelitis, 
c o m m o n l y 
known as infantile paralysis. Other 
uses 
are 
asphyyxiation 
cases, 
drowning, and over indulgence in 
intoxicants.

Veteran Amputees 
To Get Free 
Of Artificial Limbs 


More than 600 Michigan Veter­ 
ans who lost a limb or limbs in the 
service of their country have been 
notified by the Detroit regional of­ 
fice of the Veterans 
Admimstia- 
tion of a new and simple system 
entitling them to free repairs o. 
artificial limbs. 
Under this new system any vet­ 
eran who is an amputee case is in­ 
structed to go to his nearest \ d er­ 
mis Administration office and ap­ 
ply for a prosthetic service card. 
This card, on presentation to any 
manufacturer or repair 
shop 
of 
artificial limbs, entitles the veter­ 
an to immediate repair service up 
to a limit of $35 without any delay 
or red tape. 
. 
Eligible veterans in applying for 
the cards are instructed to submit 
four passport photographs printed 
on thin paper, measuring one and 
one-quarter by one and one-half 
inches when they make 
applica­ 
tion. Out-state Veterans Adminis­ 
tration offices will then 
forward 
the application to the Detroit Reg­ 
ional Office in the Guardian build­ 
ing, where a machine has been set 


up to process the prosthetic service 
cards. 
Iu the past 
veterans 
wearing 
artificial limbs which have broken 
or gone out of order, often have 
been forced to wait weeks for sim­ 
ple repairs 
which 
now w ill be 
available immediately. 
The cards 
are 
of blue 
paste­ 
board sealed in an acetate cover, 
and each card 
will 
explain 
the 
manner in which the limb manu­ 
facturer or repair shop will be ^re­ 
imbursed for services by the \ et- 
erans Administration.
